The Raleigh & Gaston Railroad-— 
its History and Its Past and 
Present Officers—Raleigh as Seen 
by an Outsider. 

We give space, without any apolo- 
gy for so doing, believing that the 
subject will be read with interest by 
our readers, to the following extract 
from a agg | afticle in the last 
New York South upon North Caroli- 
na, written by Mr. Woodward, the 
talented and pleasant Southern edi- 
tor of that paper. He thus treats of 
Raleigh & Gaston Road and of 
Raleigh : 

RALEIGH AND GASTON RAILROAD 
This railway is the senior of all the 

railroads in North Carolina. In re- 

ferring to the 
EARLY HISTORY 


of this enterprise, we find that in 
the session of 1835, of the General 
Assembly of North Carolina, an act 
was passed incorporating the Raleigh 
& Gaston Railroad Company, for the 
purpose of constructing a railroad 
from the city of Raleigh to a point at 
or near Wilkin’s Ferry on Roanoke 
river, now called Gaston, 


GEO. W. MORDECAI, ESQ., 


was chosen President, a man of great 

and extensive kuowledge and expe- 

rience, he gave the enterprise his un-_ 
remitted attention, and by his judic- 

ious management and great skill 

contributed much towards the speedy 

and faithtul execution of the work. 

Immediately after the organization of 
the Company, 


MR. CHAS. F. M. GARNETT 


was appointed Engineer, and Mon- 
cure Robinson, of Philadelphia, Con- 
sulting Kngineer. Mr. G. formed 
his Engineering corps and continued 
the work of locating the route. Sey- 
eral routes were surveyed, and much 
time was consumed in satisfying land 
owners that this road would increase, 
instead of depreciate, the value of 
their property, until finally to the 
entire satisfaction of all, the line was 
made from the Roanoke at Gaston, 
passing Littleton in the lower parts 
of Warren county on the ridge divid- 
ing the waters of Roanoke from those 
of the Tar, presenting for forty miles 
au surface unparalleled in any of the 
upper or middle regions of the State. 
This was at that time known us the 
Chalk Level Route. The Jocation, as 
subsequent years have disclosed, was 
judiciously made, the revenue arising 
from the transportation of the pro- 
ductions of the fertile eounties of 
Warren, Franklin, Granville, Orange 
and Person, yielding handsome divi- 
dends to the stockholders. When 
the route was decided on, the work 
was given out to contractors, but 
went on slowly in consequence of the 
immense, 
EMIGRATION 

from this country to the West and 
Southwest, making it difficult to pro- 
cure the desired number of laborers. 
The direct communieation between 
North and South was by means of a 
line of stages from Gaston via War- 
renton, Louisburg and Raleigh to 


Fayetteville, thence connecting with 4 


the main Southern line. As fast as 
the railroad was completed the stage 
line connected with the railroad and 
travel was materially improved, and 


immediate benefit derived from the ? 


road not only tothe interests of the 
stockhdlders but the section of coun- 
try through which the road passed. 
Emigration ceased, lands advanced 
in value, and a new era dawned upon 
this whole section. It was at this 
time, 1837, proposed to extend this 
line from Raleigh to the South Caro- 
lina line, in the direction of Colum- 
bia, and there connect with the great 
Charleston and Cincinnati route, 
completing the line of railroad com- 
munications between New York and 
the Southern cities along what wag 
then known as the 


METROPOLITAN ROUTE. 


It was considered politic and to 
the interests to consolidate the Ral- 
eigh and Gaston Road with the pro- 

osed road from Raleigh to Colum- 
bia, but nothing definite wasdone in 
this direction, and the road to Co- 
lumbia remains unbuilt ; however it 
is hoped the Raleigh and Augusta 
Air Line willeventuaily be construe- 
ted, and the original designs of the 

rojectors of the Raleigh and Colum- 
bia Railroad carried out. 

We find that the Raleigh and Gas- 
ton Railroad was completed and 
opened) 

‘l'o Littleton, 10 miles, in May 1838. 

‘* Ridgeway, 30 miles, in July 1838. 

‘* Henderson, 423 miles,inSept 1838. 

‘Franklin, 58 miles, in Nov. 1839. 

‘* Wake Forest, 70 miles, Mar. 1840. 

‘* Raleigh, 85 miles, in April 1840. 

The total cost of construction and 
equipping the road amounting te 
$1,343,380. At this time the condition 
of the Company was an embarrass- 
ing one, the original capital fixed was 
too small, and like all public im- 
provements, exceeded greatly the 
estimate. But this eondition of affairs 
did not long remain. The State 
guaranteed the bonds of thecompany, 
which were easily negotiated, and 
the road relieved of its temporary 
embarrassment. In this year, Geo. 
W. Mordecai, Esq., resigned the Pre- 
sidency and Samuel F. Patterson, 
Esq., was elected to fill the vacancy, 
which position Mr. Patterson filled 
until 1844. He was zealous, efficient, 
and untiring in his efforts to pro- 
mote the interest of the road, and to 
sustain it through all its trials and 
difficulties. In 1844 Jas. Wyche, Esq.. 
and W. Hollister, Esq., were Presi- 
dents, Mr. Hollister serving also du- 
ring the year 1845. Wm. Boylan, 
Esq., was President in 1846, and 
Thomas Miller, Esq,, in 1847 and 
1848, and R. O. Britton, Esq., in 
1849. During these years the Raleigh 
and Gaston Railroad continued ope- 
tions under the most embarrassing 
circumstanees. In 1850 Major W. 
W. Vass was appointed President, 
who served until 1852. In spite of 
seemingly insurmountable difficul- 
ties and obstacles, the trains were 
run with remarkable promptness, 
and the business, both in passengers 
and freight, largely augmented, and 
at the close of 1872 we find the old 
Raleigh and Gasten Railroad has 
triumphed over her difficulties, the 
darkest hours are over, and ker ex- 
istence saved by the strictest princi- 

les of justice. In 1852 George W. 
Mordecai, Esq., the first president of 
the road, was again elected to the 
same office, serving until 1853, when 
Mr. L. O’B. Branch was chosen 

resident, Mr. Branch serving until 


8505. 
In 1852 the new charter of the 


Weldon and Gaston Railroad was. 


| 


adopted, and work commenced in 


making a connection with the 
Seaboard and Roanoke Railroad. 
This line extended from a 


point designated as South Gas- 
ton, situated on the south bank 
of Roanoke riyer, running para\\e 
with the river about two miles, and 
thence diverging through the high- 
lands, entering the town of Weldon 
on the west side of the depot. In 
1855, E. A. Crudup, Esq., was Presi- 
dent. in 1856 R. A. Hamilton, Esq., 
served as President, and in 1857 and 
1858 Dr. W. J. Hawkins filled this 
office. In 1859 Gaston H. Wilder, 
Esq., was elected President, and 
served until 1860, when Dr. W. J. 
Hawkins was again elected to this 
position, serving every year up tothe 
present time. except during 1866, 
when R. W. Lassiter, Esq., filled the 
oftice, by appointment of the Provis- 
ional Governor of the State, the old 
officers not being considered loyal. 
The advantage derived from this rail- 
road has not been stationary; it has 
been cumulative progressive. 
Advantages showing themselves toa 
discerning people, have been availed 
of, and greater exertions put forth by 
them than ever before. This road, 
from its completion up to the present 
time, has thrown open the country 
as it were by magic, affording to 
the people an outlet for all their 

roducts. its completion 
it shed a lustre the 
old North State, which time has 
brightened, as it rolled on, with 
more and more effulgence. ‘There 
hae been a laudable competition as 
to the improvement of land in. qual- 
ity and quantity,and who shall make 
the most to an acreund with the least 
laber. This spirit has dignified the 
agricultural calling, and in this sec- 
tion placed the skilful, diligent and 
practical farmer, where he well de- 
serves to stand, in the most exalted 
station among his fellow men. Hav- 
ing brietly alluded to the past history 
of the Raleigh & Gaston Railroad, 
we propose now tospeak of the coun- 
try through which it passes, the pro- 
ductions vf the country, with 
descriptions of the country and towns 
on the line of this road, and what 
may seem tous to be the future of 
this great enterprise. 

The Raleigh and Gaston railroad 
forms a very important link in the 
direct route of a parallel road between 
the North ana South. Commencing 
at Weldon in Tliadifux county, North 
Carolina, on the souili side of the 
Roanoke river, the line follows the 
valley of the Roanoke for a distance 
of ten miles. touching the river at 
Gaston. From this point the road 
diverges south-west,running through 
Littleton, Macon, near Warrenton, 
the county seat at Warren county, 
and Ridgeway. At Ridgeway the 
roads bears southward passing 
through Henderson, Kittrells, rank- 
linton, to Raleigh, the distance being 
ninety-seven miles. The elevations 
above tide level on this railroad at the 
above points are as follows: 

Littleton, 380 feet ; Macon, 38 feet ; 


Warrenton, 551 feet; Rideway, 415° 


feet; Henderson, 505; Kittrells, 417 
feet; Franklinton, 417 feet; Wake 
Forest, 384 feet; Raleigh, 320 feet. 

The trackway of the road is in 
good order. ‘The depots are all well 
kept and suflicient for the business 
of the road, except the one at KRal- 
eigh. A new depot, better located 
and arranged, commensurate with 
the increasing business of the com- 
pany, is very much desired at this 
place. 

EXTENSION. 

The Rale& Augusta Air Line R. 
R., now completed to Sanford, in 
Moore county, is owned almost en- 
tirely by the Raleigh and Gaston 
Railroad Company, and it is pro- 
posed atan early day to extend it to 
the Carolina Central Railroad, run- 
ning from Wilmington Charlotte, 
and thereby open up a large portion 
of the State now cut off from railroad 
facilities, and makeashorter line to 
Charlotte than the North Carolina 
Railroad. ‘The prospects of this com- 
pany for the future are good, and by 
extending the Raleigh and Augusta 
Air Line road it will greatly improve 
the property of the Raleigh and Gas- 
ton Railroad. 

OFFICERS, 

The present officers of the Raleigh 
and Gaston and Raleigh and Augus- 
ta Air-Line Railroads are Dr. W. J. 
Hawkins, President; Captain A. B. 
Andrews. Superintendent ; Major W. 
W. Vass, Treasurer. 

DR. W. J. HAWKINS. 


We have previously stated that in 
1857 and 1855 Dr. Hawkins was pres- 
ident of this road; that he was re- 
elected in 1860, and has served as 
president ever since, with the excep- 
tion of 1866. Dr. Hawkins, although 
well advanced in years, is more active 
than a majority of his juniors by 
several years. eis a good scholar, 
a well read farmer, and an able rail- 
road manager. His vivacious spirit 
and strong will enable him to trans- 
act business rapidly, and he accom- 
plishes as much in the same space of 
time as any of the great railroad pres- 
idents of the North. Dr. Hawkins 
possesses great openness of character, 
entire freedom from all disguise, and 
his plainness of speech is sometimes 
mistaken by those who do not know 
him, but those who are well acquaint- 
ed with him and know his real char- 
acter know how to appreciate this 
frankness.

WAKE FOREST COLLEGE COM- 
MENCEMENT EXERCISES. 


WEDNESDAY NIGHT. 


By early candle light, the spacious 
College Chapel was filled with a large 
audience, eager to hear the sermon to 
the Graduating Class. ; 

The Rev. Dr. Thomas, of Va , had 
been selected to preach on the occa- 
sion, but owing to sickness, was un- 
able to fill his engagement. This 
made it necessary to make another 
selection, and Dr. Pritchard, of 
Raleigh, was chosen to fill Dr. T.’s 
place. Although the Reverend gen- 
tleman had only a day’s notice, he 
acquitted himself in a manner that 
instructed and delighted his audience 
and stamped him as one of the fore- 
a pulpit orators of North Caro- 

ina. 

The exercises were begun by sing- 
ing the hyinn, ‘‘In the cross of Christ 
I Glory.’’ The choir sang splendidly, 
and showed itself skilled in the di- 
vine art of musie. 
the Ist Chapter of Romans was read, 
and prayer offered by Rev. Dr. Toy, 
of South Carolina, then the hymn, 
‘“*Must Jesus bear the cross alone.”’ 
Text: ‘‘God forbid that I should 
vlory, save in the cross of the Lord 
Jesus Christ.’”’ 

The sermon, though showing great 
familiarity with the best thoughts of 
the historians who have written 
on subjects either sacred or 
secular, was not a mere display 
of learning, as sermons delivered on 
such occasions too freequently are, 
but abounded in practical chris- 
tianity and pathetic appeals to the 
audienee to lead better lives, to live 
for higher purposes—for Jesus, that 
when we are taken from earth we 
nay be purified, exalted and given 
the power of appreciating the won- 
derful love, merey and wisdom of 
God. The speaker ‘learnedly con- 
trasted the philosophy and religion 
of the ancients with that of the pres- 
ent day, and feelingly and eloquently 
portrayed the fallacy and immofality 
of the one and the beauty, advanta- 
ges and glory of the other. The 
christian religion was declared to be 
superior to all others; first, in its 
revelation of Knowledge and bless- 
ings to humanity; second, in the 
morality it inculeates; third, in the 
beneficence of its spirit; fourth, it 
presents a way of salvation that com- 
mends itself to humanity in the dig- 
nity and efficiency of the means of 
its accomplishment. All of these 
points were dwelt upon briefly, and 
convincingly presented. The purity 
of Christ’s lite while on earth, and 
the grandeur of his death were pre- 
sented in a manner both novel and 
overwhelming. The purity of Christ’s 
life, his agony upon the Cross, indeed 
his whole life, present themselves to 
our reason and overcome the inhér- 
ent alienation of the human heart. 
But space nor time allows the pleas- 
ure of giving an elaborate account of 
this truly interesting discourse. The 
sermon was closed with the beauti- 
fuland simple, yet grand, story of 
the Cross. 


THURSDAY. 


A large crowd was present to-day, 
large numbers not being enabled to 
get in the Chapel. The exercises were 
of a very interesting character. The 
Salutatory was delivered by Mr. F. 
R. Underwood, of Johnston county, 
the Valedictory by Mr. A. C. Dixon, 
of Cleavelaund county; the Orations 
by Messrs. W. D. Gulledge, cf Anson, 
A. C. Dixon, of Cleaveland, G. W. 
Purifoy, of Chapel Hill, and F. R. 
Underwood, of Johnston; and a Ger- 
man speech by Mr. W. D. Gulledge, 
of Anson. After which the Presi- 
dent, Dr. Wingate delivered a most 
appropriate and sensible address to 
the graduating class.

they are thus compelled to pay for 
the necessaries of life that should 
be grown at home. From these facts 
many farmers this year not only 
found themselves deeply in debt, but 
were actually unable to obtain the 
means necessary for the prosecution 
of their farming interests the present 
season. Notwithstanding this, how- 
ever, We are glad to learn than an 
honest and earnest effort has been 


| made to overcome these evils by hard 


work and the exercise of the most 
rigid economy, and the general crop 
prospects in Eastern Carolina are 
considered good. Where the cotton 
and corn crops have received proper 
care they are doing well, and we may 
hope for a good yield should the sea- 
sons continue good. We trust the 
severe practical lessons which our 
farmers have received as the results 
of the blind folly that have actuated 
them wiil not be lost in the future, 
for no section or country can pros- 
per without a thorough system of 
independent farming—let our farm- 
ers learn to rely upon themselves, 
and our word for it they will realize 
much good results. 

The tobacco-growing sections, 
while they have felt severely the 
general depression in the money 
market, have not suffered to such an 
extent, and we are pleased to learn 
that the crop prospects are good. 

As we advance West into the grain- 
growing sections, and away from the 
cotton inania that has so nearly des- 
troyed the East, we find our people 
better off; indeed,.:in some sections 
the pressure of hard times has been 
but little felt, while in some counties 
the farmers ensiderably 
ahead, those of one county alone 
having some half-million dollars de- 
posited in the Charlotte banks, and 
the crop prospects of this season are 
good. These facts should teach a 
lesson to our more unfortunate farm- 
ing friends of the East, many see- 
tions of the latter having superior 
land and better facilities for the 
growth of both grains and grasses 
than the West. 

Taking a general view of the State, 
we are led to believe, notwithstand- 
ing the present ills under which the 
State generally is. groaning, that, 
with the continued exercise of econ- 
omy anda proper diligence, there is 
prosperity in store for us another 
year. Ifour farming communities can 
once get their heads above board, the 
sad lessons of the last few years will 
have proved a schooling that will yet 
make North Carolina the peer of any 
other Southern State in the advance- 
ment to wealth and prosperity. | 

With'an honest government, which

Violence Used Towards the Press 
in New Orleans—Attempted Seie 
zure ofthe Bulltetin—A Lawless 
Outrage Perpetrated in the Intere 
est of Kelloggs. 


[Special to the New York Herald,1 
NEw ORLEANS, June 21, 1874. 

On Saturday night shortly after 
midnight, asthe form of the New 
Orleans Bulletin were being carried 
tothe pressroom under escort, two 
policemen suddenly presented them- 
selves and obstructed the way, saying 
that they had orders to convey them 
to the Central police station, When 
asked by the attachees of the /udlle- 


tin for their authority they said that 


they had no warrant, and refused to 
exhibit their badges. 
A LAWLESS SEIZURE. 

The Bulletin men thereupon de- 
clined to be stopped, when one of the 
policemen blew a whistle and imme- 
diately twenty-five metropolitan po- 
lice officers, armed to the teeth, 
rushed from their hiding places, and 
seizing the forms marched them off 
to the police station, where they 
were locked up in cell No. 1. 

INSOLENCE OF THE POLICE. 

When Mr. Byerly, the proprietor 

of the Bulletin, arrived at the station 


house and demanded his property, it | 


was flatly refused him, the officer in 
charge stating he was acting under 
instructions from General Badger, 
Chief of Police. 

Byerly then asked if any charge 
had been made against him or any 
one connected with the ud/etin, or 
ifany one had made an affidavit in 


reference to the property under 
seizure, 
He was told that there was no 


charge and no affidavit; that the 
property had been seized upon the 
order of Badger and Police Justice 
MeArthur, and he was foreed to with- 
draw. 

THE BULLETIN ISSUED. 

Through courtesies extended by T. 
J. Tracy, editor of the New Orleans 
Republican, the manager and editors 
of the Budicéia were enabled to get 
out a partial sheet this morning. The 
paper contained six printed and two 
blank pages, closing with an editorial 
under the capiion, *‘Another Mid- 
night Order—An Outrage on Ameri- 
evn Liberty—The Press to be Bullied 
and Suppressed,”’ 

The Bulletin says: 

“Whether Durell, Kellogg, Badger, 
or their underlings are implicated 
we cannot as yet say; but that this 
bold, audacious and villainous rob- 
bery on the highway, of a newspa- 
per’s material on its way to the press, 


Pwas effected simply because of the 
| Bulletin’s daring and outspoken ex- 


posure of fraud and corruption is 
eertain.’? 
A DELIBERATE CONSPIRACY. 

The circumstances that led to this 
unparalleled outrage upon the press 
were briefly these: The Bulletin, 
which has been outspoken dnd se- 
vere in its comments upom the Kel- 
logg usurpation, is printed in the 
building formerly occupied by the 
New Orleans Herald, hiving rented 
the material belonging to the Herald 
Company, which ways under seizure 
to satisfy a claim «: cue Houlihan. 
On Saturday this material was sold 
by the Bulletin, except the type, 
which was purchased by Houlihan 
ata price four or five times more 
than it was worth. 


ATTEMPT TO GAG TRUTH, 


Houlihan demanded immediate pos- 
session, but finding that the type was 
mixed up with the “‘leads,’”’ be- 
longing to the Bulletin, concluded to 
wait. He subsequently made three 
several appointments with the sheriff 
to receive the type, but failed each 
time to present himself, and finally 
sent word to Mr. Byerly that he 
would not be disturbed until Mon- 
day. After all this he went to Mr, 
Badger, who, itis alleged, gave orders 
to his officers to take charge of any 
property which they might find 
upon the streets which was not in the 
custody of its owner. Armed with 
this vague order the police surrounded 
the Bulletin office and committed the 
outrage recorded above. Houlihan 
is a mere figure-head or pawn in this 
matter, being backed by Kelloge’s 
officials, who have been bravely ex- 
posed by the Bulletin. 

THE CITIZENS INDIGNANT. 

The greatest indignation is felt in 
the community, and hundreds of cit- 
izens have voluntecred as a posse to 
assist the Sheriff in recovering the 
forms, which were still in his custody 
when seized. 


THE SHERIFF SECURES THE PROP- 
ERTY. 
LATER.—Sunday, 1 p. m.—Deputy 


Sheriff Dick, at 12 ‘Glock to-day, 
made a formal demand upon Badger 
for the forms of the Bulletin, and was 
told that they were at his disposal. 
Judge McArthur states positively 
that he did not issue an order for the 
seizure of the Budletin’s forms, It 
now appears that the police acted 
only under the orders of Chief of 
Police Badger. ‘The power behind
